Amendments to the Drawings: 

The attached sheets of drawings include changes to all figures, 1-9, as originally submitted. 

Figure 5, originally submitted as "FIGURE #5," was a flow chart to a computer related program 
applet and is being canceled by this amendment. The descriptive text of original "FIGURE #5" 
has been precisely copied into the replacement specification which was included with this 
mailing. The total number of the replacement sheets will now be eight (8) due to the cancellation 
of originally submitted "FIGURE #5." 

Originally submitted figures 1-4, labeled "FIGURE #1" through "FIGURE #4," were clip art, 
photographs, and/or photocopies of objects. The replacement sheets 1-4 are now line drawings 
having been traced from the same photographs and photocopies submitted originally. The 
descriptive text and legend materials that were originally included in figures 1-4 were modified 
in size and appearance to be at least 1/8 inch in height. The "ACARD" element found in figures 
1-4 (the drawing element with the word "ACARD" in the rectangular box) was replaced with a 
similar element with the word "CARD" because "ACARD" was found to be a trade name. 
Replacement sheets 1-4 replace the original sheets containing figures "FIGURE #1" through 
"FIGURE #4." 

Replacement sheet 5 replaces the originally submitted sheet 6, originally labeled "FIGURE #6," 
which contained photographs and/or photocopies of objects. The replacement sheet containing 
figure 5, now labeled "FIG. 5," contains line drawings traced from the same photographs and 
photocopies of original figure 6. The descriptive text and legend materials that were included in 
original figure 6 were precisely adapted into the replacement specification which was included 
with this mailing. With the removal of descriptive text and legend materials, there was space for 
rearrangement of some of the elements in original "FIGURE #6." Certain text still remaining in 
the replacement sheets are to be considered a part of the depiction of the objects themselves and 
not to be considered reference text. 

Replacement sheet 6 replaces the originally submitted sheet 7, originally labeled "FIGURE #7," 
which depicted enlarged pictures of typographical fonts. 

Replacement sheet 7 replaces originally submitted sheet 8, originally labeled "FIGURE #8," 
which contained photographs and depictions of pixels in digital photographs. Properly 
describing the hidden pixelization, a process included in at least one of the embodiments of the 
invention, requires replacement sheet 7 still be considered a necessary photograph for a figure 
type authorized under 37 CFR 1.84 (please see remarks section). 

Replacement sheet 8 replaces originally submitted sheet 9, originally labeled "FIGURE #9."
